Practically two features of the pri­ 
mary election have drawn all of the 
limelight—the race for Governor and 
the grandfather clause. Races for oth­ 
er State offices have been mere in­ 
cidents compared with the two men­ 
tioned, and it would be difficult to 
determine which of the pair has se­ 
cured a major portion of the atten­ 
tion. 


The grandfather clause, sumbitted 
| as an amendment to the State Consti- 
jtution, is a product of the special 
session of the Second Legislature. 
As an amendment to the suffrage ar­ 
ticle, it is designed to restrict the 
voting rights of negroes and with- 
t holds the franchise from them un. 
less they can comply with the educa­ 
tional test of being able to read and 
iwrite a section of the State Cons'i- 
tution. The test is not made appli­ 
cable to persons whose grandfathers 
or themselves had the right of suf­ 
frage under some form of govern­ 
ment prior to Jan. I, 1866, or who re­ 
sided in a foreign country. There is 
nothing, the advocates claim, in the 
proposed amendment abridging the 
voting rights of Indians or whites. 
Republcans, however, construe 
the 
clause to affect Indians and ex-for­ 
eigners, as well as negroes. The ques­ 
tion of construction is not confront­ 
ing the voter on Aug 2. It is then to 
be adopted or rejected, and, if the 
former, the rule will be made imme­ 
diately effective, the purpose being to 
apply it as a restriction at the polls 
in November. 
Democratic Chairman Confident 
Chairman Fred P. Branson of the 
Democratic State Executive Commit­ 
tee, one of the moving forces in in­ 
itiating the 
amendment, 
expresses 
confidence of a large majority for the 
clause, but rather than discussing 
its greatness in figures, talks on the 
necessity of adoption. In support of 
its position, the committe has dis­ 
tributed considerable literature tend­ 
ing to show the effect of the negro 
vote and the result of an influx of 
negro 
population 
to Oklahoma. 
If 
there is anything to the latter propo­ 
sition, credit is largely due to land 
agents in several sections 
of the 
State. 


Secretary Linn of the State Elec­ 
tion Board predicts the favorable ma­ 
jority for the clause win be 50,000 
but others believe the adoption will 
be sustained by at least 25,000 addi­ 
tional. If the clause was being sub­ 
mitted 
separately, opponents might 
entertain some hope for its defeat, 
since a separate ballot is rarely vot­ 
ed as strong 
the main issue. Con­ 
stitutional amendments are adopted 
when they receive a mapority of all 
the votes cast in the election. If the 
total primary vote reached 250,000, 
then the amendment would have to 
get more than 125,000 votes to have a 
majority. With the grandfather clause 
on a sheet by itself, it is doubtful if 
all the voters would put in the sec­ 
ond ballot after voting for the State 
officers. This is illustrated by the 
first State election in September, 1907. 
There were 257,240 votes cast for 
Governor, 253,392 on adoption of the 
Constitution and 242,768 on the pro­ 
hibition question.

The total returns for the stater 
lacking these three returns which 
embrace less than 5,000 persons is 
1,651,951 as compared with 1,414, 177, 
according to the special census tak- 
tire state of 16.8 per cent in less than 
three years, the 1907 census having 
been taken in August and the pres­ 
ent census in June. 
The total population of the Terri­ 
tory at present included in the state 
of Oklahoma in 1900 was 790,391, so 
that the 1910 population represents 
a gain of lo© per cent for ten years. 
in 1907 the negroes inOklahoma 
numbered 112,160 and in 1910 they 
numbered 138,456, an increase of 7.9 
per cent. The negroes represent 8.4 
per cent of the entire population of 
the state.

A 
score of others were hurt. 
The crowd of sympathizers threw 
bricks at the strikebreakers from the 
house-tops and when the non-union 
men started out with their trucks to 
deliver sugar a rush was made for 
the i\ agons. The police on the trucks 
returned the fire of the crowd and 
two rioters were shot. The dead men 
are Lithuanians and were not readily 
identified. 
Several policemen were struck and 
by roofs. Four men, suffering from 
serious gun-shot wounds were taken 
to the Eastern district hospital 
The entire neighborhood became 
involved in the disturbance and the 
reserves from nine precincts had all 
they could do to cope with the trou­ 
ble.

Those who oppose the Grandfather 
Amendment and advocate negro im­ 
migration into Oklahoma should read 
of what transpired at Washington 
when the negroes heard the result of 
the Reno fight. When the wire bore 
in the news of Johnson’s 
victory, 
thousands of jubilant negroes rush­ 
ed into the streets which were block­ 
ed for hours. Traffic was suspended, 
streets cars were stopped by the 
mob, and white people were driven 
from the sidewalks. 
Finally negroes 
began to invade the white residence 
section, and many white ladies were 
dragged from their homes and into 
tile streets by the negro rabble. At 
last the police came in force and 
dispersed the rioters, but not with­ 
out great difficulty. 
It was such scenes and deeds that 
created a demand for the disfran­ 
chisement of the negro. The Grand­ 
father Clause is simply a child of 
necessity born of the exigencies of 
the times. It was born of the peril 
of negro nomination. 
The negroes 
themselves have invoked the storm. 
By their unbridled lust for power 
and Cheir determination to rule a su­ 
perior race they have driven the 
Caucasian to initiate the constitution­ 
al amendment which is to be voted 
on in August. 
A prominent citizen of El Reno in 
distasting 
the 
Grandfather Clause 
said that if the negroes should come 
into his town until they bad a ma­ 
jority and should elect a negro school 
board and negro city officials, he 
would not try to disfranchise the 
negroes—he would move away. 
Such is the remedy suffered by 
the opponents of the Grandfather 
Amendment to the people of the 
black belt—“if you don’t like negro 
domination, you can get out.” You 
can abandon the oil fields and the 
coal fields of the East side to the 
negro. ’Tis true that his domina­ 
tion means ruin to the richest sec­ 
tion of Oklahoma, but if you don’t 
like a government of ignorance and 
incompetency, you can get out. If 
you object to negro school boards 
controlling white schools, you can 
get out and let the negro rule su­ 
preme.
